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Cutback 
plan for 
resident 
forums 

THE number of meetings 
at which residents can 
raise their concerns with 
Sandwell Council could be 
cut under new plans. 

At the moment more than 
90 neighbourhood forums 
are held across the borough 
in all six main towns. 

They are sessions in 
which residents can meet 
councillors, council officers, 
police and fire service rep¬ 
resentatives to raise issues 
from anti-social behaviour 
and crime to blocked drains 
and graffiti. 

But under new plans the 
number could be cut - al¬ 
though Sandwell Council 
insists no decisions have yet 
been made. 

Councillor Darren 
Cooper, leader of Sandwell 
Council, said: “The coun¬ 
cil is constantly working at 
improving ways of engaging 
with local people and the 
way we work with local com¬ 
munities. 

“We are also facing signif¬ 
icant cuts and I give a clear 
commitment as leader of the 
council to protect front line 
services.” 

Former Sandwell Con¬ 
servative party leader Ray 
Nock said: “It’s appalling. 
Sandwell Labour are now 
so complacent they will hide 
away from people wishing 
to report local issues, and it 
shows a total lack of respect 
for residents.” 

Jobless falls 
by 161,000 

JOBLESS queues are 
shrinking in Sandwell as 
new figures show UK un¬ 
employment fell by 161,000 
to 2.16 million in the three 
months to April. Across 
the West Midlands it fell by 
19,000 to 203,000. 

Meanwhile the number 
claiming Jobseeker’s Al¬ 
lowance across the UK fell 
27,400 to 1.09 million. In 
Sandwell the claimant count 
was down by 504 to 9,875, 
or five per cent of the bor¬ 
ough’s working population. 
That is nearly twice the na¬ 
tional rate of 2.7 per cent. 


BOWMAN JAILED 
FOR PUB THREAT 


A QUIET night out down a pub in Cra- 
dley Heath quickly became a night¬ 
mare for one punter when his son- 
in-law burst in armed with a bow and 
arrow and threatened to kill him. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court was told the 
victim’s nine-year-old son stood cowering 
in fear while Negib Hussain pulled back the 
string on his longbow in the Riddins Tavern. 


Mr Mark Phillips, pros¬ 
ecuting, said 45-year-old 
Hussain stood a few feet 
away from the man and told 
him ‘I want to kill you’ dur¬ 
ing the incident on Septem¬ 
ber 26. 

He told the court the pair 
had been involved in a long 
running feud and had not 
spoken for the previous two 
years. Hussain was jailed for 
25 months on Monday. 

Mr Phillips said: “Their 
relationship had started to 
deteriorate when Hussain 
had a child with the man’s 
daughter several years ear¬ 
lier. The man had difficulty 
accepting the relationship 
between Hussain and his 
daughter, but Hussain 
wanted to put matters right. 

“He approached him and 
tried to show him photo¬ 
graphs of his granddaughter 
on his mobile phone but he 
was rebuffed. Hussain was 
told he didn’t deserve to be a 
father, which left him upset 
and angry.” 

The court heard Hussain 
returned to the pub in Moss- 
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vale Close a short time later 
carrying a longbow and a 
quiver filled with seven 
large, metal-tipped arrows. 
“He stood a few feet away 
from the man, pulled back 
the bow and said ‘I want to 
kill you’,” added Mr Phillips. 

The court was told Hus¬ 
sain was arrested the follow¬ 
ing day when police raided 
his house and recovered the 
longbow. 

Describing the incident as 
‘an unfortunate occasion’, 
Mr Timothy Pole, defend¬ 
ing, said Hussain had been 
suffering from depression at 
the time of the incident. 

“He had no ambition to 
carry out his threat and 
simply wanted to make him¬ 
self heard in a way that was 
plainly wrong.” Hussain, 
of Lawrence Lane, Cradley 
Heath, pleaded guilty to 
making a threat to kill and 
possessing a bladed article.

meats that have no preservatives, and our 
sage and onion stuffing.” 

Nigel, from Clent near Stourbridge, is 
the first male in the family to run the shop,

His four sons have forged ca¬ 
reers of their own. “It’s been an 
extremely emotional rollercoaster 
ride,” said Nigel, who also has three 
grandchildren. It’s not a decision I 
came to easily. My sons wanted me 
to do it last year but I just couldn’t, 
because of our customer base. 

“They are all our friends, 300 to 
400 customers that we know on a 
personal basis.” 

But it is for this reason that he is 
looking for the right buyer, someone 
who will continue to use the prem¬ 
ises as the shop, to ensure his staff 
are kept on. Nigel hopes to spend 
more time with his wife Anne, do 
more walking and volunteer for the 
Worcester Wildlife Trust.

Recruiting 
levels are 
improving 

RECRUITMENT is back 
above pre-recession levels in 
the West Midlands, boosted 
by the growing manufac¬ 
turing, retail and delivery 
sectors, a new report has 
revealed. 

And the hiring intentions 
of companies in the region 
are ahead of the national 
average, fuelled largely by 
the West Midlands’ manu¬ 
facturing strength. 

As the sector thrives, the 
region as a whole is outpac¬ 
ing the national employ¬ 
ment outlook, according to 
a survey of more than 2,000 
companies by recruitment 
agency Manpower. 

Manpower’s manag¬ 
ing director for solutions, 
James Hick, said the region 
was also seeing a return to 
growth for the retail sector, 
boosted by projects such 
as West Bromwich’s New 
Square shopping centre as 
well the growing numbers of 
smaller convenience stores. 

“Now is the first time 
since 2007 that retail has 
seen such demand. It is now 
one of the strongest sectors 
for hiring at the moment.” 

Mr Hick said Manpower 
was also seeing more local 
authorities taking on pro¬ 
fessional staff on temporary 
contracts to handle change 
in the organisations, rather 
than building up large num¬ 
bers of permanent staff. 


During the meeting at 
Portcullis House, Mr Bryant 
told them: “If only 0.7 per 
cent of the transfer money 
that is spent on footballers 
every year was devoted to 
research, it would make 
a dramatic difference and 
families such as yours might 
not have to face this again.” 

Laraine broke down in 
tears during the meeting, 
saying that FA chairman 
Greg Dyke had not re¬ 
sponded to their contact fol¬ 
lowing a new examination of 
Jeff’s brain which revealed 
he died of a disease found 
in those with a history of 
multiple concussions, such 
as boxers 

The FA has said that Mr 
Dyke has asked the organi¬ 
sation’s medical specialists 
to review those latest find¬ 
ings. 

Mr Bryant, who is one of 
the authors of the report, 
warned that UK sport could 
not afford the £455 million 
lawsuit being brought by 
American football players 
seeking compensation for 
their head injuries. 

He said: “Such a legal 
case in the UK, which is not 
inconceivable if the sport¬ 
ing bodies refuse to act and 
provide proper advice and 
proper protection for the 
players, would close rugby 
down. 

Meanwhile the Astle fam¬ 
ily has been talking to West 
Bromwich Albion about how 
the club can support their 
Justice for Jeff campaign, 
which calls on the FA to 
carry out its own research. 
They met with chairman 
Jeremy Peace last week to 
discuss how the two parties 
could support each other. 


Centre helps Shaun walk again

IT was a day that Shaun Stretton will nev¬ 
er forget when he was helped in his quest 
to walk again with help from staff at Old¬ 
bury’s new £18 million lifestyle centre. 

For the last nine years the 39-year-old, 
who has cerebral palsy, has been confined 
to a wheelchair after breaking his ankle in a 
fall at home. But over the last eight months 
he has spent five days a week training with 
staff at the Portway Leisure Centre and is 
now finally back on his feet. He has now 
helped officially open the centre. 

He said: “I had been stuck in my chair 
for nine years and lost a lot of my independ¬ 
ence. It feels fantastic to be back on my feet 
after all this time. 

“It was only when I came to the lifestyle 


centre that I felt I could finally begin my 
recovery.” 

Before the centre was opened Shaun had 
to rely on visiting several centres dotted 
around the area, making his recovery dif¬ 
ficult. He added: “I prefer not to use my 
frame now I find it more of a hindrance 
than a help. I want to use my experience 
to help my friends get back on their feet as 
well. The staff are so helpful here.” 

When he first started at the leisure fa¬ 
cility in Newbury Lane he set himself the 
challenge of walking down the centre’s 100 
metre main corridor and recently tack¬ 
led his goal first with the aid of a walker 
and later without and has gone on to play 
wheelchair football, cricket and basketball. 


Action by 
fire crews 
planned 
in dispute 

FIREFIGHTERS across the 
West Midlands and Staf¬ 
fordshire will be on strike 
today, Thursday, as part 
of three days of strike this 
month, the Fire Brigades 
Union has announced. 

The action is also set to 
take place on Friday 13 and 
Saturday 21 as the FBU’s 
dispute with the Govern¬ 
ment over pensions contin¬ 
ues. Members will walk out 
for 24 hours from 9am for 
this week’s protest and for 
seven hours on June 21 be¬ 
tween 10am and 5pm. It is 
the eighth round of strikes 
since the dispute began be¬ 
tween the FBU and the Gov¬ 
ernment in September. 

They last went on strike 
in May against the Gov¬ 
ernment’s plans for a later 
retirement age, as well as 
changes to pensions. The 
union argues that firefight¬ 
ers in their late 50s face 
being sacked or seeing their 
pension reduced by half. 

Staffordshire Chief Fire 
officer Peter Dartford has 
warned residents to be extra 
vigilant. 

He said: “It is very dis¬ 
appointing that another 
strike, consisting of two 
separate periods, has been 
announced. As before we 
will be putting contingency 
plans in place to provide the 
best possible emergency re¬ 
sponse cover.”

Future of arson-hit pub is in the balance

A PUB damaged in an arson attack may 
need to be demolished, police said as they 
launched a witness appeal. 

Fire ripped through The Queen’s Head 
pub in Smethwick, a fortnight ago causing 
more than £50,000 of damage. 

It is believed the pub, in Londonderry 
Lane, was temporarily closed and was un¬ 
dergoing a renovation in a bid to reopen. 

But police officers investigating the blaze 
said the pub may have to be torn down due 
to the damage sustained. 

Ward councillors and residents have spo¬ 
ken of their sadness at the fire and possible 


demolition, calling the Queen’s Head a pop¬ 
ular haunt for generations of Baggies fans. 

Neighbours raised the alarm at around 
about 2.25am on May 25 when smoke was 
seen pouring from the building. 

The blaze gutted a function room at 
the back of the pub but was stopped from 
spreading to the main bar area. 

However the bar still suffered smoke 
damage and windows at the front had been 
blown out with the heat. 

Part of the function area’s roof had 
collapsed and pipework had been strewn 
across the room. 


Asecurity barrier has been erected 
around the pub for safety while investiga¬ 
tions continue. 

Police said a number of fires had been set 
inside the pub causing ‘significant damage’. 

TPS Adam Austin from the West Brom¬ 
wich Investigation Team said: “The fire has 
resulted in significant damage being caused 
to an historic Smethwick landmark and the 
likelihood is the building will now have to 
be demolished. 

“I am appealing for anyone who saw what 
happened or who has information to call 
Sand well Police on 101.”

Pupils were told not to 
drink water in the new £3 
million extension of the 
Windsor Road school and 
not to use it for hand wash¬ 
ing. Letters have been sent 
out to parents about the 
matter. The reception chil¬ 
dren returned after being 
off for two days and the 
nursery children will return 
to school next week. 

The school said a regular 
check carried out on the 
water supply to the new 
part of the building showed 
a ‘slightly higher than ac¬ 
ceptable level of bacteria’. 

As a precaution the school 
has stopped using any of the 
taps or toilets there, along 
with the closures. Officials 
said this was because of 
practical issues taking chil¬ 
dren back and forth between 
older parts of the school and 
newer parts of the school to 
use toilet facilities. 

In a statement the 
school’s chairman of gov¬ 
ernors, Kevin Morris, said: 
“The water supply to the 
old building is not affected. 
I must stress there is ab¬ 
solutely no evidence of any 
children, staff or visitors 
being ill and this is a purely 
precautionary measure.” 

Parent Anne Bartlett, 
who has two sons, aged 
eight and 11 at the school, 
said: “I think the whole of 
the school should have been 
closed, rather than just part 
of it, until the problem is 
fixed.” 


Tributes to victim of trailer tragedy

A SCRAP metal worker from Wednes- 
bury died when the frame of a lorry 
trailer he was cutting fell on his head, 
leaving his family devastated by the 
loss of the ‘hard-working and gener¬ 
ous’ grandfather. 

Self-employed William Price was 
carrying out the work at a yard owned 
by ATE Truck and Trailer Sales in 
Wolverhampton when the accident 
happened, an inquest at Smethwick 
Coroners Court heard last week. 

No-one witnessed what happened, 
but the hearing was told it was likely 
the 63-year-old was cutting down the 


steel structure on the trailer when it 
collapsed and fell on his head. Jury 
members concluded his death was an 
accident. Mr Price, who lived in West- 
bury Avenue, died from head injuries 
following the accident on February 21 
last year. 

He had started working from the 
yard two months earlier following the 
relocation of his firm, TW Metals.His 
wife of seven years, Angela and his 
daughter Hayley, spoke of their sad¬ 
ness. The pair said Mr Price was an 
experienced scrap metal worker and 
was used to ‘doing things his way’, 


after it was highlighted during the in¬ 
quest he had not worn a helmet and 
did not use a crane. Hayley Price, aged 
29, from Wednesfield, said Mr Price 
was a loving grandfather to her dis¬ 
abled daughter Sophie Johnson, aged 
three. 

Miss Price said: “I remember him 
being a happy person who had such a 
positive perspective of life. We were all 
shocked and saddened by his death.” 

Mrs Price, aged 54, said: “He was a 
hard-working and generous man, who 
was popular and had a good sense of 
humour.”

Victims told don't suffer in silence 


VICTIMS of domestic abuse - espe¬ 
cially men - have been urged not to 
suffer in silence. 

The call from West Midland Po¬ 
lice follows a recent trial in which 
Caroline Loweth was jailed for life 
and ordered to serve at least 17 
years behind bars last month after 
murdering her partner, 53-year-old 
John Fletcher. The twice married 
49-year-old had stabbed him on at 


least four earlier occasions before 
plunging a knife through his heart 
during a row at her flat in Market 
Square, Wolverhampton on October 
27. Unmarried father Mr Fletcher, 
who had a home in nearby Merrid- 
ale had covered up the earlier at¬ 
tacks by insisting that the wounds 
were self-inflicted. 

West Midland Police spokes¬ 
woman Deb Edmonds said: “The 


death of John Fletcher highlights 
the many cases of domestic abuse 
which go under reported. Many 
male victims are too embarrassed to 
speak out or fear that they won’t be 
believed, but figures from the Brit¬ 
ish Crime Survey said that five per 
cent of men suffered domestic abuse 
in the year 2011/2012, just two per 
cent fewer than women.” 

Martin Lindop, from West Mid¬ 


lands Crown Prosecution Service, 
said: “I would like to take this op¬ 
portunity of encouraging anyone 
who is a victim of domestic violence, 
women and men, not to suffer in si¬ 
lence. There are specialist support 
groups who can assist you.”

Man with indecent 
child images jailed 


A MAN found to have nearly 1,300 indecent 
images of children on his computer and mo¬ 
bile phone has been jailed for a year. 

Kevin McEvoy, of Tipton, downloaded the images 
from the internet using search engines and file-shar¬ 
ing sites. Wolverhampton Crown Court was told po¬ 
lice had received information that a file containing 
images had been uploaded to a legitimate website in 


May last year. 

Operators closed the site 
until the file was removed 
and passed information to 
officers, who traced it back 
to McEvoy. 

The 48-year-old, of Wa- 
terfield Close, was arrested 
on May 29 and his computer 
and mobile phone were 
seized. 

Mr Mark Phillips, prose¬ 
cuting, said there had been 
505 images at level one, 64 
at level two, 292 at level 
three, 435 at level four and 
the two at level five, consid¬ 
ered the most serious cate¬ 
gory. 

Evidence 

He said the images were 
of youngsters aged between 
five and six up to around 13. 

“McEvoy admitted using 
search engines to find in¬ 
decent images along with 
file-sharing sites,” he said. 

“While he did upload im¬ 
ages no evidence could be 
found he had distributed 
them.” 

Mr Phillips said there was 
no suggestion any of the 
children on the images were 
known to McEvoy or that he

had created any of the im¬ 
ages himself. 

McEvoy was jailed for a 
year and placed on the Sex 
Offenders Register for 10 
years. 

He was also placed under 
a Sex Offenders Prevention 
Order for the same period of 
time. 

Mrs Alison Scott-Jones, 
defending, said her client 
had pleaded guilty at the 
first available opportunity. 

“I am not trying to mini¬ 
mise what he has done but 
only two of the images fall 
into the most serious cate¬ 
gory,” she said. 

“The majority are at lev¬ 
els three or four.” 

Judge Amjad Nawaz told 
McEvoy: “These images 
were downloaded by you. It 
was no accident it was delib¬ 
erate. 

“I accept there was not an 
intention to distribute these 
images but that does not 
mean that what you have 
admitted to is not serious. 
This is matter is so serious 
only an immediate custodial 
sentence is appropriate.”

improve 

SANDWELL’S education 
boss said secondary schools 
in the borough were work¬ 
ing very hard to improve 
standards after it was re¬ 
vealed almost half were 
performing below the na¬ 
tional average. 

Improvements have al¬ 
ready been made at primary 
schools in the borough, said 
Councillor Simon Hackett. 

And he expects to see sim¬ 
ilar progress at secondary 
schools in future years. 

Figures released recently 
by Ofsted showed 46 per 
cent of secondary schools 
fall below the national 
benchmark of 72 per cent 
rated good or outstanding - 
a trend repeated across the 
Black Country and Stafford¬ 
shire. 

The figures relate to the 
watchdog’s crucial rating of 
the overall effectiveness of a 
school. 

They show that only 
54 per cent of schools in 
Sandwell hit this target. 

But the statistics also 
showed Sandwell did not 
have a secondary school 
rated as inadequate - the 
bottom of the standards 
table. 

While figures released 
in December showed more 
pupils attend good or out¬ 
standing primary schools 
than anywhere else in the 
Black Country.

A MAN who claimed he stole alcohol from 
a supermarket because he wanted to be 
locked up has failed in his bid for prison. 

Bungling thief Benjamin Brindley fled from Mor¬ 
risons in Wednesbury with a shopping trolley filled 
with £94 worth of beer, Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard. But when he was arrested the 29-year-

' get himself jailed. 

The court was the theft 
on April 12 occurred two 
months after Brindley was 
handed a suspended sen¬ 
tence at Stoke-on-Trent 
Crown Court after he 
pleaded guilty to falsely im¬ 
prisoning his sister. 

Mr Edward Soulsby, pros¬ 
ecuting, explained to the 
court: “He abandoned the 
trolley and fled into another 
shop before coming back out 
onto the road. 

“When he was appre¬ 
hended he told the officers 
his family wouldn’t accept 
the fact he was not jailed for 
a previous offence.” 

Mr Soulsby added: “By 
committing this theft he 
thought he would get 
prison sentence.” 

Describing Brindley’s 
case as ‘unique’, Mr Jasvir 
Mann, mitigating told the 
court his client had moved 
to the Black Country after 
spending most of his life 
under the watch of Social 
Services in Staffordshire. 
“He committed no crime 
until he was 24,” he added. 

He said Brindley started 
regularly drinking alcohol 
and ‘stealing to survive’ 
after he lost his job five 
years ago. ” 

Brindley, of Churchfield 
Avenue, Tipton, pleaded 
guilty to theft. 

He was ordered to com¬ 
plete 80 hours of unpaid 
work as part of a 12 month 
community order.

D-Day veterans 
in heroes’ return 


Veterans returned to the 
scene to mark 70 years 
since D-Day. DANIEL 
WAINWRIGHT reports 

A SPITFIRE plane escorted a 
group of West Midlands war 
veterans back to Normandy 
for the 70th anniversary of the 
D-Day landings. 

Meanwhile others who went to 
France were greeted as heroes by 
schoolchildren who wanted to pose 
for pictures with them. 

Ken Reynolds, aged 90, from Hed¬ 
nesford, Geoff Ensor, 90, of Merry Hill, 
Wolverhampton, 88-year-old Ron Davies 
from Walsall and Frank Corbett from 
Bloxwich were part of a group of 31 peo¬ 
ple flown into Normandy in 10 private 
jets organised by the millionaire adver¬ 
tising agency boss Trevor Beattie. 

And as a special surprise the veterans 
were accompanied part of the way by a 
Spitfire. 

Milestone 

Funds were raised through Birming¬ 
ham-born Mr Beattie’s charity, the Jack 
and Ada Beattie Foundation. 

Working with comedian Eddie Izzard, 
Mr Beattie helped to raise funds to make 
sure veterans could make the trip back 
for the milestone occasion. 

Another group of six West Midlands 
war veterans also travelled over with a 
group from the ACE Academy in Tipton. 

Joe Davies, a 91-year-old former police 
superintendent from Compton, served 
with the Royal Army Service Corps. 

He spent last Thursday in Arroman- 
ches where children ran up to veterans 
and asked to kiss them on the cheek.

He said: “It’s very emotional. It is 
a fantastic atmosphere and I’ve never 
seen anything like it. 

“There are so many people who have 
wanted to take photographs with us. 

“Children have been coming up to 
say ‘thank you very much’. We’re going 
to Caen where we will lay wreaths. 

“It is our privilege and honour to be 
here.” 

Others with Mr Davies were Arthur 
Jones, aged 88 from Pendeford, 91-year- 
old Stanley Caldicott, from Warley, 
who served with the RAF, and Dennis 
Moodie, also 91 and from Lichfield, who 


was a Royal Artillery wireless operator 
with the 94th field regiment and Dennis 
Thompson, aged 88 and from Muxton 
in Telford. 

The 70th anniversary of D-Day 
proved the last formal event for the 
Normandy Veterans Association. 

On Thursday, the Princess Royal led 
tributes to the heroes who took part 
and the many who died in the landings 
in 1944. 

Anne, commodore in chief of the 
Royal Navy in the Portsmouth area, at¬ 
tended a drumhead service on Southsea 
Common, Portsmouth, along with vet¬ 



erans and serving members of the armed 
forces. It included a demonstration of a 
beach assault by British Marines and 
their Dutch counterparts. 

Following a rendition of the Last Post, 
a silence was held to remember those 
who died in the landings and the service 
concluded with the National Anthem. 

Matthew Guymer, 90, a former Mayor 
of Stafford, who served as a major with 
the 11th Hussars Prince Albert’s Own, 
said: “I think it’s the last time I will be 
able to come down at my age. I am very 
proudand I am delighted to have the op¬ 
portunity to meet the other veterans.”

David 
Cameron says he’ll do it by the 
end of 2017 but only if he wins 
the next election. 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin’s 
plan, while not popular with ei¬ 
ther of the big parties, would 
mean whoever wins next year 
governs knowing whether or not 
they are going to have to with¬ 
draw Britain from the union. If 
the referendum is delayed, the 
next five years will mean the 
Government having to come up 
with a plan for each eventuality. 

Well at least it would give 
them something to do.

Dudley South MP Chris Kelly 
has extended an olive branch to 
newly-elected Labour and UKIP 
councillors and offered to work 
with them. He’s sent his con¬ 
tact details and even goes far 
enough to say what many Tories 
dare not: “UKIP are our political 
cousins.” 

UKIP loves to say how it takes 
votes off Labour as much as 
from the Tories, evidenced by 
its council seat gains in areas 
like Coseley. 

The big picture shows it’s 
the Tories who suffer most. 
Tony Blair won three terms be¬ 
cause he appealed to the centre 
ground, as opposed to core La¬ 
bour supporters.What Chris Kel¬ 
ly is doing now is talking about 
how he shares ‘somewhere in 
the region of three-quarters of 
the views of the UKIP councillors 
elected’. 

He will have to avoid appear¬ 
ing to dilute the things that at¬ 
tracted former Labour voters to 
him in the first place. But if the 
Tories want to neutralise UKIP 
the election will be fought not on 
the centre ground, but on com¬ 
mon ground.

Funds crisis 
may finish 
youngsters' 
fitness club 

IT HAS helped more than 200 members but 
now a popular fitness club for children and 
teenagers in the Black Country could be 
forced to shut its doors within weeks.

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Neighbours' shock after 
half of house collapses 



THIS was the shocking scene 
as a part of a detached house 
dramatically collapsed with¬ 
out warning during the mid¬ 
dle of the day. 

Neighbours have spoken of their 
shock after half of the property in 
Birmingham was left exposed to 
the elements last week. 

They described hearing a loud crash 
before seeing a large cloud of dust 
coming from the site. 

It is believed work was being car¬ 
ried out on the house at the weekend 
weekend before the partial collapse on 
Monday afternoon. 

Emergency services rushed to the 
house, in Kings Norton, which was 
fortunately empty at the time of the 
crash shortly after 4pm. 

Suddenly 

While fire crews worked with health 
and safety experts to find the cause of 
the collapse neighbours were warned 
to stay away from their homes over¬ 
night in case of subsidence. 

Speaking afterwards resident Mi¬ 
chael Kennedy, aged 68, said he had 
heard a loud crash and rushed to see 
what happened. 

He said: “I was sat in my home 
when suddenly there was this loud 
crash from outside. 

“All was silent for a second or so 
and the this massive cloud of dust just 
floated past the window. 

“We went outside and there we saw 
that the house three doors down had 
partially fallen in. 

“After that we had fire crews and 
police arrive.” 

He said next door neighbours had 
been told not to stay in their homes 
overnight. 

“I do know that home was having 
some work done over the weekend, in¬ 
cluding some demolition work, taking 


out walls, but we would just be specu¬ 
lating. We’ve never had trouble with 
the ground here before, but I do know 
there was work going on.” 

Another neighbour, who did not 
want to be named, added: “There was 
a huge crash and a rumble and then 
the cloud of dust coated everywhere.” 

West Midlands Fire Service sent its 
Technical Rescue Unit to the house 


along with two fire crews from Kings 
Norton and Northfield. 

Nobody was injured in the collapse 
and there are no reports that any¬ 
body has been trapped at the detached 
house. 

Firefighters remained on the site 
late last night working with a local 
builder to make the rest of the house 
safe.

Officers were called out just 
before 11.30pm on Wednesday 
and called in the West Mid¬ 
lands Cannabis Disposal Team 
who dismantled the sophisti¬ 
cated set up, recording a final 
tally of 366 plants which will 
now be incinerated. 

Cannabis Disposal Team 
Manager Mike Hall said: “We 


know how much upset drug use 
and dealing can cause in our 
communities, it can attract an 
undesirable element, and can 
also be linked to further crime 
as people look to fund their 
habits.” 


“A set up of this size needs a 
lot of heat and light energy, and 
has lead to the power supply 
being tampered with. Dodgy 
electrics, coupled with the re¬ 
quired water supply, can be a 
lethal combination. Our com¬ 
munities are not a platform for 
drug manufacture lines. We’ll 
continue to responding to com¬ 
munity concerns, and welcome 
the public to call us with any 
suspicions they have.”

MPs join forces in move 
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for early vote on Europe 


FORMER Labour minister and 
West Bromwich MP Tom Wat¬ 
son is calling for a referendum 
on Britain’s membership of the 
European Union within a year - 
despite the party having ruled it 
out. 

He joined fellow former minister 
Dudley North’s Ian Austin to call for 
the Prime Minister to put the ref¬ 
erendum on the statute book before 
next May’s General Election. 


Both men served as ministers under 


Gordon Brown, Mr Watson in the Cabinet 
Office and Mr Austin as regional minister 
for the West Midlands. 

Mr Austin has been calling for a ref¬ 
erendum for a year but took the chance 
to question the Prime Minister about it 
during the debate on the Queen’s Speech, 
which set out the legislative agenda for 
the coming year. 

David Cameron is promising to hold an 
in-out referendum by the end of 2017 but 
first wants to renegotiate Britain’s place 
within the EU. Mr Austin came under 
fire from the left-wing media commenta¬ 
tor Owen Jones on Twitter. Author Mr 
Jones called it ‘bungled’ and ‘unhelpful’ 


while Mr Austin said he was raising ‘the 
elephant in the room’. 

Mr Watson backed him saying: “Ian 
has a reputation for swimming against 
the tide if he thinks it is the right thing 
to do and he is absolutely right on the ref¬ 
erendum question.” 

Labour is only prepared to have an 
in-out referendum if there are plans for 
powers to be transferred to Brussels. 

There are concerns that whoever wins 
the 2015 General Election will need to 
come up with two plans if a referendum 
takes place - one for if Britain votes to 
stay in the union and one for if voters 
choose to leave.

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Solar panelled bus 
stop is a world first

SOLAR powered timetables 
have been installed at a Black 
Country bus stop in what is 
believed to be a world first. 

The two solar panels, fitted to 
the roof of the stop in Bromford 
Road, Oldbury, will power pas¬ 
senger updates on four ‘electronic 
paper’ screens, similar to those 
found in devices like Kindles. 

The screens provide timetable and 
real-time information on bus services. 

Solar energy is the latest test car¬ 
ried out by Black Country transport 
authority Centro as it looks for energy 
efficient ways to provide information 
for passengers in the future. 

The scheme forms part of Centro’s 
Government funded Smart Network, 
Smarter Choices project which aims 
to cut carbon, boost the economy and 
provide jobs. 

Tom Skidmore, senior project man¬ 
ager at Centro, said: “This is the next 
step in our trial of new passenger in¬ 
formation systems and looking at the 
future of how we work. 

“Using solar power can make a 
major difference in allowing us to pro¬ 
vide digital information at bus stops 
where it has proved difficult to con¬ 
nect with conventional means. The 
fact that this represents another world 
first really demonstrates Centro’s 
commitment to being at the forefront 
of both passenger information and car¬ 
bon reduction.” 

Consultants who designed the sys¬ 
tem believe it to be the first in the 
world to link solar power and elec¬ 
tronic paper to provide passenger in¬ 
formation. 

Gareth Tyler, intelligent trans¬ 
port systems consultant with partner 
company IBI Group, said: “As well as 
helping to reduce our carbon footprint, 
this technology opens the door for 
Centro to provide the next generation 


of public transport information direct 
to travellers at more of its bus stops 
including those where it is difficult to 
install a main power supply.” 

E-paper passenger information 
screens were first trialled at a bus stop 
in Halesowen Street, Oldbury last year 
in what Birmingham consultants IBI 


Group claimed was the first of its kind 
in the world. The displays only require 
power when being updated and once 
refreshed, can retain information 
without needing any additional elec¬ 
tricity.

The new 70,000 sq ft five-storey 
building next to the BT regional busi¬ 
ness centre off the A41 island is due 
for completion in spring 2015 and will 
accommodate up to 700 staff. 


Nick Trueman, a spokesman for the 
West Brom said: “Our new head office 
will represent a modern, efficient and 
environmentally-friendly base from 
which the business can expand with 
our people fully equipped to support 
and serve our membership.” 

Building work is being carried out by 
Thomas Vale Construction. It started 
with the removal of 5,000 tons of ma¬ 
terial to reach the level where founda¬ 
tions could be laid. The new building 
will include state-of-the-art ventila¬ 
tion, heating and lighting control sys¬ 
tems to minimise energy consumption. 
The development site is close to the 
£200m flagship New Square shopping 
precinct. When finished the company’s 


new head office in Providence Place 
will replace the current headquarters 
in the High Street. 

Earlier this year, the building soci¬ 
ety, which has been based in the town 
centre since 1849, announced that it 
had returned to profit for the first time 
since it was hit by the credit crunch. 

The society, made a pre-tax profit 
of £2.1 million for the year to the end 
of March following a loss of £9.1m in 
2012/2013. It made a return to the 
residential lending market and lent 
£213.6m, up from £19.3m for the pre¬ 
vious year. 

Savings inflow was £1.5 billion as 
the West Brom attracted 18,417 new 
savers.

She has been in the NHS for over 25 
years, starting her career as a nurse 
with a background in acute medicine. 

Brenda said: “Nursing runs in my 
family. 

“My aunties were in both general 
and mental health nursing after mov¬ 
ing from Barbados. 

Qualification 

“It seems to be a theme in my family 
that the females go into the caring pro¬ 
fession, so it seemed natural to me.” 

She joined SWBH 15 years ago as 
Ward Manager of Emergency Admis¬ 
sions before completing an MBA and a 
postgraduate qualification in strategic 
workforce planning. 

A secondment to join the team lead¬ 
ing Right Care Right Here, the initi¬ 
ative to bring enhanced care across 
acute and community settings, helped 
Brenda to build a career in her current 
role. 

Brenda commented: “The second¬ 
ment helped me to look at workforce 
and service delivery models across 
health and social care. 

“I worked with GPs, practice nurses, 
the local council and many other 
stakeholders, which gave me a good 
insight into what we needed in terms 


of having the right future service and 
workforce models to meet the needs of 
our community, so they experience an 
efficient and seamless system.” 

Brenda still uses her experience as a 
nurse to drive her work. 

She said: “I worked in the frontline 
so I understand what clinical staff 
experience on a daily basis, therefore 
this professional judgement helps to 
develop these future systems. 

“It helps me to keep it real. 

“Even though now I don’t work at 
the frontline everyday, patients are 
still my focus, and this is reflected in 
my decision making.

Male abuse 
victims are 
told not to 
keep quiet 


VICTIMS of domestic abuse - especially men 
- have been urged not to suffer in silence. 

The call from West Midland Police follows a recent 
trial in which Caroline Loweth, aged 49, was jailed 
for life and ordered to serve at least 17 years be-hind 
bars last month after murdering her partner, John 


Fletcher, 53. 

She had stabbed him on at 
least four earlier occasions 
before killing him on Octo¬ 
ber 27. 

The twice married woman 
plunged a knife through his 
heart during a row at her 
flat in Market Square, Wol¬ 
verhampton. Unmarried fa¬ 
ther Mr Fletcher, who had 
a home in nearby Merridale 
had covered up the earlier 
attacks by insisting that the 
wounds were self-inflicted. 

West Midland Police 
spokeswoman Deb Ed¬ 
monds said: “The death of 
John Fletcher highlights 
the many cases of domes¬ 
tic abuse which go under 
reported. Many male vic¬ 
tims are too embarrassed 
to speak out or fear that 
they won’t be believed, but 
figures from the British 
Crime Survey said that five 
per cent of men suffered

domestic abuse in the year 
2011/2012, just two per cent 
fewer than women.” Martin 
Lindop, Sector Crown Pros¬ 
ecutor from West Midlands 
Crown Prosecution Service, 
said: “I would like to take 
this opportunity of encour¬ 
aging anyone who is a victim 
of domestic violence, women 
and men, not to suffer in si¬ 
lence.” 

Detective Chief Inspector 
Kim Madill, from the force’s 
Public Protection Unit, 
said: “If you are a victim of 
domestic abuse, please come 
forward and report it - po¬ 
lice and other agencies are 
there to help you.”

Family saga from 
the corner shop 



JOURNALIST and author 
Sathnam Sanghera draws 
upon his years in Wolver¬ 
hampton for his first novel. 

Marriage Material (Windmill 
Books, paperback, £8.99) is a richly 
comic and poignant novel about the 
strength of family bonds, a kind of fic¬ 
tional sequel to his autobiographical 
debut The Boy with the Topknot: A 
Memoir of Love, Secrets and Lies 
in Wolverhampton. 

The Times columnist and former 
Wolverhampton Grammar School boy 
in that book revisited his 1980s Pun¬ 
jabi family upbringing in the Black 
Country. 

In Marriage Material our protago¬ 
nist Arjan Banga revisits Wolverhamp¬ 
ton when his father dies suddenly. The 
young Sikh finds himself torn between 
his own life in London and family duty 
when his widowed mother insists on 
keeping their corner shop open. 

Recently Book of the Week on BBC

It is a charming and amusing voyage 
that will delight all Francophiles. 

A couple’s idyllic artistic life in 
North Africa comes to a shattering 
halt when a moment of carlessness 
leads to the disappearance of their 
three-year-old son in The Boy That 
Never Was (Penguin Michael Joseph, 
hardback, £12.99). Then years later, 
having moved to Ireland to build a new 
life, the father catches a glimpse of his 
son on Dublin’s busy O’Connell street.

Maternal love, forbidden desire and 
a country mansion’s secrets combine 
in John Boyne’s deliciously creepy 
ghost story This House is Haunted 
(Black Swan, paperback, £7.99). The 
author of The Boy In The Striped 
Pyjamas enters Susan Hill territory 
but puts a spin on such familiar ingre¬ 
dients as a governess, vulnerable chil¬ 
dren and mysterious employer (think 
Turn of the Screw and Jane Eyre).

Ex-prosecutor named as 
coroner for Black Country 


A FORMER crown court prosecutor 
has been named the new senior cor¬ 
oner for the Black Country. 

Zafar Siddique will take over responsibil¬ 
ity of investigating sudden and suspicious 
deaths in September. 

He says he hopes to provide a ‘timely and 
effective’ service to families when he takes on 
the post. He said he will also pioneer the use 
of digital imaging in his role, which will cover 
Sandwell, Dudley, Walsall and Wolverhampton. 

He will take over from Robin Balmain, who 


is to retire after 40 years as a coroner. Mr Sid¬ 
dique said: “I am absolutely delighted to have 
been given the opportunity to serve the diverse 
communities of the Black Country and wish to 
build upon the work of the retiring coroner, Mr 
Balmain. 

“I am keen to fully exploit the use of digital 
working - including pioneering the use of digital 
imaging - and delivering a timely and effective 
coronial service by putting the families of the 
bereaved at the heart of the inquest process.” 
Mr Siddique had been an assistant coroner for 
Coventry and Warwickshire since 2010 and he 


is currently the deputy coroner for Birmingham 
and Solihull. 

He had previously worked in medical genetics, 
as a solicitor and as chief crown prosecutor for 
Warwickshire and deputy chief crown prosecu¬ 
tor for the West Midlands. 

Sandwell Council made the appointment on 
Monday. Deputy leader Councillor Mahboob 
Hussain said: “I am extremely pleased to con¬ 
firm that Mr Siddique will be joining us as the 
new senior coroner for the Black Country. This 
is an excellent appointment and we look forward 
to working closely with him.”

Mazda3 is 
setting the 
benchmark 
in its sector

There’s a lot to tempt buyers to take a look 
at the new Mazda3. It has strong residu¬ 
al values, lowest average depreciation and 
2014/15 company car benefit-in-kind tax bills 
lower than a host of rivals. 

Data from vehicle valuation experts CAP Automo¬ 
tive reveals the new SKYACTIV Mazda3 range tops 
the table and beats lower-medium sector rivals in 
terms of average forecasted pound-note deprecia¬ 
tion. 

And company car drivers wanting to cut their bene¬ 
fit-in-kind tax bills can make significant savings against more 
expensive rivals. 

The all-new Mazda3 is the third car in the marque’s line¬ 
up to benefit from SKYACTIV technology and the 36-strong 
model line-up offers precision handling, exceptionally gen¬ 
erous interior cabin space and sporty design. 

And it certainly has proved popular since hitting the roads 
at the turn of the year, with sales exceeding all expectations 
at around 3,000 for the first quarter. 

And starting with the looks, if cars did benefit from work¬ 
ing out, it would be the new Mazda3. It’s lost weight, and 
become shapelier, more agile and has rivals looking on with 
envy. 

While it bears the same name as the outgoing hatchback, 
the Mazda3 is new from the ground up. Larger than its pre¬ 
decessor but engineered for fuel economy, it has features 
which have also paid dividends in terms of safety, roadhold¬ 
ing and the fun-to-drive factor. 

The car is a fraction lower, visually fitting in with its curv¬ 
ing lines and sculpted surfaces while also helping to reduce 
drag. 

In the four-door Fastback, the long boot has a useful 419 
litres of space, slightly more than its hatchback stablemate 
which also has the practicality of split/fold rear seats. 

The facia is made of what looks like durable textured plas¬ 
tics, with an instrument binnacle comprising two information 
displays either side of a large rev counter. Inset is a big, 
clear digital speed readout. 

The latest Mazda3 gets four engine options, all of which 
are designed around Mazda’s SkyActiv technology. SkyActiv 
aims to improve efficiency by reducing weight and utilising 
smart functions such as capturing waste energy to power 
things like the air-conditioning when the car is stationary. 

Closes 

It even extends to functions like an active shutter front 
grille which closes for better aerodynamics when the engine 
isn’t in immediate need of cooling. 

Engines comprise an entry-level 1.5-litre petrol and two 
2.0-litre petrol units, as well as a 2.2-litre diesel. The 1.5-litre 
engine produces 99bhp and will go from rest to 62mph in 
10.8 seconds, while the 2.2-litre diesel will cover the bench¬ 
mark sprint in 8.1 seconds, thanks to its punchy 148bhp 
engine. Mazda reckons a less powerful diesel engine will 
eventually be offered to UK customers, but it may take quite 
a while. 

The 2.0-litre petrol engine is offered in two options - one 
with 118bhp and the other with 165bhp. As for performance, 
O to 62mph in 8.9 seconds for the standard version and 8.2 
seconds for the higher power version. Buyers of the 118bhp 
2.0-litre petrol and the 2.2-litre diesel are also offered the 
option of a six-speed automatic. 

The car is offered with the sort of hi-tech features that not 
so very long ago were the preserve of luxury saloons. There 
are refinements like a head-up display, touch-screen satel¬ 
lite-navigation and mobile internet connectivity. The mobile 
system is particularly interesting, following the likes of Toyo¬ 
ta into the market with a system which allows the car to pair 
with a smartphone and display Facebook and Twitter up¬ 
dates. A nine-speaker Bose audio system is also available. 

Buyers choose between SE, SE-L and Sport trim levels, 
with or without sat nav. Even the base SE comes with 16in 
alloy wheels, air conditioning, power-folding heated mirrors, 
a leather steering wheel, a trip computer, a radio/CD with six 
speaker audio system, 7in TFT colour touch screen, USB/ 
iPod connectivity and a Bluetooth hands-free system. All 
models also come with Smart City Brake Support (SCBS) 
which helps to reduce or prevent low-speed collisions by 
automatically applying the brakes if the driver fails to act, 
plus there’s Hill Hold Assist (HHA) to prevent roll-back. 

The latest car looks a good deal more assured, with a 
vastly improved interior, a focus on improving efficiency and 
a really sharp exterior styling job. 

On-the-road prices start at £16,695 for the all-new Maz- 
da3 1.5-litre SKYACTIV-G 10Ops SE Hatchback and extend 
to £23,345 for the all-new Mazda3 2.2-litre SKYACTIV-D 
150ps Sport Nav Auto Hatchback. Meanwhile, on-the-road 
prices for the all-new Mazda3 Fastback featuring the emis¬ 
sion-busting 2.2-litre SKYACTIV-D 150ps (104g/km) engine 
start at £19,245 for the SE derivative and extend to £22,145 
for the Sport Nav variant.

Hybrids are 
no longer a 
trendy green 
vehicle for 
the minority

Toyota hybrids have come a long way since 
2000 when the technology debuted in the UK 
in a single model, a quirky little four-door 
saloon. Today hybrids are part of the main¬ 
stream and no manufacturer offers more 
choice than Toyota, with six different models 
in its line-up. 

Toyota has launched a new media campaign that 
demonstrates how hybrid power is not just about fuel 
and emissions efficiency, but also a smoother and 
more enjoyable driving experience. Under the ban¬ 
ner Fall in Love with Driving Again, it emphasises the 
relaxing quality of a hybrid powertrain. 

Experiment 

It isn’t just an advertising pitch: to prove its point, Toyota 
put its theory to the test, filming 30 drivers over 120 hours 
as they negotiated some of Europe’s busiest roads, first in a 
non-hybrid, then in a Toyota hybrid vehicle. 

The experiment, monitored by Professor Jonathan Free¬ 
man, Managing Director of i2 media research in the De¬ 
partment of Psychology at Goldsmiths University London, 
produced an overwhelmingly positive response, with 80 
per cent of those taking part reporting that they felt less 
stressed, frustrated and angry when they were at the wheel 
of a Toyota hybrid. 

Their experiences are revealed in a series of short films 
that have been released on YouTube as part of the cam¬ 
paign; the first, featuring drivers in Rome, is pictured above. 

At the same time as Toyota hybrid power has become 
more efficient and refined, it has been applied to an ever 
wider range of vehicles, ranging from superminis to fully 
flexible seven-seat MPVs, answering the motoring needs of 
more and more motorists. 

Today’s Toyota hybrid line-up begins with Yaris Hybrid, 
the world’s first hybrid supermini. 

Thanks to clever packaging, there’s just as much room 
inside for passengers and their luggage as in a petrol or 
diesel Yaris. 

Efficient 

Featuring a 1.5-litre petrol engine engineered for efficient 
performance, it comes with official fuel and C02 emissions 
figures from 80.7mpg and 79g/km; all models in the range 
achieve sub-1 OOg/km performance, earning a zero annual 
road tax (VED) bill. 

Auris Hybrid, built exclusively at Toyota’s Burnaston fac¬ 
tory near Derby, is Britain’s best-selling hybrid. The five-seat 
compact hatch, now in its second generation, uses a more 
powerful version of Toyota’s Hybrid Synergy Drive, featuring 
a 1.8-litre petrol engine. 

Again, all versions are rated at less than 10Og/km. In 2013 
the hatchback was joined by a sister wagon, Auris Touring 
Sports, which is also built at Burnaston. 

Prius is still a mainstay of Toyota’s global hybrid pro¬ 
gramme and has become one of the world’s best-selling 
cars. 

The third-generation model demonstrates how far the 
technology has come, with benchmark performance figures 
starting at 72.4mpg and 89g/km. 

Prius is no longer a single model, but a family of different 
vehicles: Prius + is a seven-seat compact MPV and Prius 
Plug-in a rechargeable hatchback that can be driven further 
in zero-emissions, all-electric EV mode. 

Both make use of advanced lithium-ion battery technol¬ 
ogy, achieving a higher power density in a more compact 
battery pack.
